Washington, Feb. IO.—A univer­ 
sal military training bill was fa­ 
vorably reported to the senate to­ 
day by the military 
affairs com­ 
mittee. 
Chairman 
Chamberlain 
submitted the 
j^ill 
without com­ 
ment, asking that it go to the cal­ 
endar. Senator Thomas, democrat, 
and 
Senator 
Brady, 
republican, 
members of 
the 
committee, re­ 
served the right to submit minor­ 
ity reports. 
The bill requires all 
male citi­ 
zens of the United States between 
tho ages of 19 and 26 years, who 
are physically able, to undergo a 
period of six months military and 
naval training, 
beginning 
Jan. I, 
1918. 
T he bill provides that on reach­ 
ing the age of 19 all youths physi­ 
cally able and having no depend­ 
ents shall enter a training period 
of six months. 
'I he bill submitted by 
the com­ 
mittee differs 
in 
many respects 
from tile plan being worked out by 
the army general 
staff 
and was 
prepared by a subcom m ittee with 
the assistance of 
Captain Gi*orge 
V. II. Moseley, who was for a time 
a member of the general staff. 
The measure at the outset con­ 
tains a provision that in the first 
year of its operation 
the periods 
of training should bo three instead 
of six months. 
Many limitations 
and exceptions are provided. The 
bill provides the following exemp­ 
tions: Members of the permanent 
military or naval 
forces 
of 
the 
United States; persons physically 
unfit 
for 
service; 
persons 
on 
whose earnings a father, mother, 
brother, sister, wife 
or 
child is 
wholly 
dependent 
for 
support; 
members of any religious sect or 
organization whose 
creed forbids 
them to hoar arm s in war would 
cot be required to undergo train­ 
ing in the bearing or use of arms, 
but would be trained in non-com­ 
batant branches 
of 
the service; 
persons convicted of a felony or 
of 
notoriously 
bad 
character 
would be trained in special units; 
persons who 
have 
completed 
a 
course of military training approv­ 
ed bv the secretary of w’ar or the 
secretary of the 
navy 
would be 
allowed ;r credit that would con­ 
sist of a deduction from the train­ 
ing period of not more than one 
month for each year in which they 
have completed tho course to the 
satisfaction of the secretaries, the 
period cf 
actual 
training under­ 
gone as a member of the citizens’ 
reserve army or citizens* reserve 
navy, would never bi* reduced less 
than three months by these cred­ 
its. No substitute may he accept­ 
ed and no one would be permitted 
to escape through the payment of 
money. In training 
all would re­ 
ceive 
expenses, 
clothing 
and 
medical attendance. 
As a further means of compul­ 
sory service the bill provides 
the 
forbidding of employment 
of any 
person up to the age 
of 28 years, 
who is or liable to he trained un­ 
der this act, unless he has a certi­ 
fic a te of training or a certificate 
of exemption. 
For 
administering 
the 
army 
training the country would be di­ 
vided into districts. Each person 
at the time of registration would 
be permitted 
to 
express prefer­ 
e n c e for tin* army or navy. In the 
event of a defensive war or immi­ 
nent danger thereof the president 
would call all or any part of th** 
reserve army or navy by classes, 
the youngest class first. 
The re­ 
serve army or reserve navy could 
not be used in eases of strikes or 
other industrial disputes. 
Strict 
prohibition 
regulations 
would be enforced in all training 
districts. 
“The bill.” Senator Chamberlain 
said, “would bring a reserve army 
and naval force of 400,600 men an­ 
n u a lly . 
In 
the 
nine-year period 
during which such men would be 
.subject to the call 
of 
the presi­ 
d e n t. estimates 
of 
the 
total of 
trained men run from two to three 
million. Senators studying the bill 
were impressed with the provision

The daily average 
of licenses issued has been close to 
5,000. 
Up to the first of February 
56,664 licenses were issued, repre­ 
senting a total cash income to tho 
state of $143,714, which was the 
motor car license for one month. 
For the first four days of February 
the license income was $34,546. 
Mr. Sullivan is handling this vast­ 
ly increased business 
with 
the 
same size force of clerks in use for 
the past six years . He is further 
handicapped by lack of sufficient 
room, which necessitates having the 
different departments of his office 
scattered around in different build­ 
ings. 
A comparison of the amount of 
income from motor car licenses the 
first year they were taxed and the 
income at the present time is in­ 
teresting. 
The first year’s license 
income totaled about $20,000. This 
year the amount will reach well 
over a quarter of a million dollars. 
Tin* receipts during the first four 
days of February exceeded nearly 
two to one the total first year’s 
receipts. 
About thirty-five clerks are em­ 
ployed m the secretary of state’s 
office 
in 
all 
departments. 
This 
number 
includes 
the 
temporary 
force in the automobile license de­ 
partment, which requires an extra 
number of assistants the first three 
months of the year. 
There are at 
present twenty-three clerks in the 
department. 
Two clerks are kept 
busy correcting mistakes and re 
turning to the senders applications 
that have been 
improperly 
filled 
out, or where remittance w'as made 
by personal check instead of bank 
draft, certified check or money or­ 
der, as is required, owing to the 
fact that the state treasurer will 
not accept personal 
checks 
from 
the secretary’s office. 
Each motor car license is record­ 
ed four times, similar to a deed of 
trust. 
One copy goes to the motor 
car owner making the application; 
a copy is sent to the state treas­ 
urer; one is recorded in the secre­ 
tary of state’s office and one copy 
is placed on file. 
This is in addi­ 
tion to the metal license tag sent 
the car owner to be placed on his 
motor car. 
Every license recorded 
gives the name of the owner, street 
address, name of town and county, 
make of motor car, its engine num­ 
ber, number and bore of cylinders, 
year in which car was made and the 
number of its license for the year 
preceding. 
When the mail is opened, the 
nioney orders and drafts received 
are placed in a large basket, which 
is taxed to its capacity
